Pigeons and Yo-Yo. 


However divided opinion may be in 
regard to the yo-yo craze, the pigeons in 
Trafalgar square, writes a correspondent,

Peer Gunt. 


In view of the new produciion of “ Peer 
Gynt ” at a Dublin theatre, it is intevest- 
ing to note that, while it is seldom staged 
in these islands, “ Peer Gynt’’ has always 
enjoyed a most remarkable popularity in 
the United States and in Canada. It was 
first staged across the Atlantic by the late 
Richard Mansfield, who was the last 
British subject to be born in Heligoland. 
Mansfield was brought to England after 
the ceding of his native island to Germany. 
Later he went on the stage, and eventually 
found his way to the United States, where 
he rose to fame. His production of ‘‘ Peer 
Gynt ” was a triumph, and after a run in 
New York Mansfield took it to Chicago, 
where it was also very popular.

The 
Moon being on the wane, the disappear- 
ance of the planet takes place at the 
Moon’s bright limb, and the reappearance 
at the dark limb. The time of disappear- 
ance is 6.22 a.m. for Greenwich. The 
occultation of Jupiter is visible in the 
Southern Hemisphere only. 


THE STARS, 


Position for midnight of the Ist, 11 
p.m, of the 15th, and 10 p.m. of the 30th. 

On the meridian are Cetus, Pisces, 
Andromeda and Cassiopeia, the last over- 
head. Pegasus has 
meridian, the Great Square being con- 
spicuous to the observer looking south. 
Aquarius occupies the south-west, and 
Lyra, Cygnus and Aquila are in the west. 
Eastwards are Perseus, Taurus, Auriga, 
Orion and Gemini. Canis Minor is rising, 
and Cetus and Eridanus, two long, 
straggling constellations, occupy the 
horizon from south to nearly due east. 
The tail end of the Great Bear is below 
the Pole. The Great Nebula in Andro- 
meda and the great double cluster in 
Perseus are well placed for the telescope. 
Both being visible to the naked eye on a 
dark, clear night, there is no difficulty in 
finding them. The Perseus cluster lies in 
the Milky Way, between Perseus and 
Cassiopeia, and the nebula not far outside 
of it, a little way north of Beta Andro- 
medz. If the night be moonless and clear 
enough, the eye cannot miss it. This is 
the nearest of the Spiral Nebulae, and a 
universe comparable to our own. It has 
recently been proved to be nearly one 
million light-years away. 

Near by is another, in the little con- 
stellation Triangula, lying below -Andro- 
meda. Catalogued as Messier 35 
Triangule, it is as extensive in sky space 
as the other, but much less luminous—so 
faint, indeed, that.a big telescope may 
fail to show it, whereas its finder will 
often succeed. This is because of the 
spreading of the object by the big instru- 
ment, and consequent dilution of its faint 
light. The photographic plate tells a 
different story, showing it as a vast 
universe in the making—masses of gaseous 
matter just curdling into stats, and with 
the characteristic spiral structure. These 
two strange objects are our nearest neigh- 
bours in the vast outer space of universes ; 
as much vaster than our well-known space 
of stars as the latter is vastér than the 
solar system, the Sun and his family of 
planetary worlds. 


THE TWO ECLIPSES, 


Though not strictly belonging te 
Astronomical Notes for October, I have no 
doubt that my habitual readers will be 
expecting to hear something of my eclipse- 
hunting adventures in Canada. LEclipse- 
hunting is as much a gamble as angling. 
The fisherman disciple of Izaak Walton 
may bring home a full basket or he may 
return empty-handed, and in both cases 
the weather is the uncertain factor. Our

This lady was dis- 
charged from the hospital on the morning 
of August 3lst, took an early train to 
Three .. Rivers, and saw everything 
perfectly.. Three Rivers was the place 
which I myself had planned to go to, 
before I was invited to join the Royal 
Astronomical’ Society’s party to Magog. 
It was thought that Three Rivers, being a 
manufacturing town, and on the St. 
Lawrence, was less likely to have 
clear weather than Magog, among 
the hills, and about 1,000 feet above sea 
level, - The same ill-luck pursued the 
parties which were posted on the other 
side of the U.S.A. border. One group was 
sent to Douglas Hill, about five miles in- 
land from the coast of Maine, hoping to 
have a fine view from the elevated posi- 
tion. A thick clond obscured the Sun at 
the time of totality, while the sea coast 
had an uninterrupted view. Such is life. 
The last were first and the first last. 

I$ would not be fair to omit a tribute to 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
for their energy and the efficiency of their 
arrangements for our comfort, both at sea 
end on land. In the hotels we were treated 
like millionaires. We were put up at the 
Chateau Frontenac in Que and the 
Hotel Windsor in Montreal, and even pro- 
vided with a courier as guide in travelling 
and to watch over our comfort where we 
put up. Nothing was overlooked, 


AN ANTI-CLIMAX. 


After a total eclipse of the Sun, an 
eclipse of the Moon, total or otherwise, 1s 
a tame affair, of merely passing interest 
even to the professional astronomer. 
There are no intriguing problems to be 
solved and no sensational sights to be 
expected. At most an occultation or two 
of faint stars, which may help to de- 
termining the Moon's diameter to the last 
few yards of accuracy, may be observed. 
So the eclipse of September 14th was an 
anti-climax after August 3lst. The writer 
observed it quietly from a country rectory 
in Devonshire, where the deserted lane 
winding up a steep hill, in its silence and 
remoteness during the darkness of the 
middle of the nearly total eclipse, right 
have been 1,000 miles from the haunts of 
men. It was a misty, warm evening, with 
wafts’ of fog passing across the sky, 
alternately concealing and revealing the 
strange metamorphosis passing over the 
beautiful orb of night. This eclipse was 
well seen in London, in a clear and beauti- 
ful sky, and also in the South of Ireland. 
In. some other places the weather was 
cloudy, or else changeable, and the view 
much interrupted. e shall have to wait 
till November 7th, 1938, for another lunar 
eclipse as large and visible at such a con- 
venient time in the evening. There will 
be two total eclipses of the Moon in 1935, 
but in the first the Moon does not rise til!

HALF-YEARLY MEETING 


OF OFFICERS.

The half-yearly officers’ meeting of the 
General Committee of the Methodist Church 
in Ireland was held in the Church Parlour, 
St. Stephen’s Green Church, Dublin, yester- 
day, the President of the Church, the Rev.

Several manses were recommended for 
help from the fund for the adequate furnish- 
ing of ministers’ residences 


THE MINIMUM STIPEND.

Alley) reported that out of the twenty-three 
circuits the stipends of whose ministers were 
below the recognised minimum sixteen had 
agreed to wer their stipend up to the min!

After she was missing her room was 
searched, and the three letters, produced, 
were flind; also the letter written by her 
on duly 26th to the accused man. 

On duly 26th the accused man told Miss 
Brigid Mullen, with whom he had kept com- 
pany for som: time, that he was going to 
Pc.tadown on the following evening on a 
business matter, and if he got it done he 
wot'd come back; if not he would go to 
England or Scotland. Miss Muilen, who was 
of a different religious persuasion, remarked, 
‘l hope it is nothing about me.” and he 
said: “No, IT will be Bark about 10.30.'' 

A MOTOR CAR*INCIDENT.. + 

Mr. Best wen. on to refef to Courtney en-

CORPORATION PROFITS TAX. 
Turning to the affairs of the company, the 
Chairman said that when this year’s Finance 


Bill was introduced, it was found that it; 


contained proposals to tax many articles 
which it. was necessary for the company to 
purchase in large quantities. Furthermore, 
mport duties would be payable on materials 
required for large contracts already in hands, 
such as the waterless gasholder. Representa- 
tions were made to the Governpmnt by the 
gas industry as a whole, and were received 
sympathetically. Each case received careful 
consideration, and several amendments were 
accepted which had the effect of substantially 
freeing the company from import duties on 
articles which could not be produced economi- 
cally in this country. As an example of the 
ets which the Government had followed, 

e mentioned that gas meters were now sub- 
ject to an import duty, while the component 
parts were allowed free entry. This was a 
distinct encouragement to meter manu- 
facturers in this country, and inflicted no 
hardship on the gas industry. For several 
years the company had manufactured 
greater portion of the meters it required in 
its own workshop. Further, the Government 
granted permission to import free of duty 
the structural iron and steel for the gasholder 
now being erected the contract for which 
was placed pricr to the imposition of the 
duties. 

On the other hand, the company was faced 
with the liability, for the first time, to 
Corporation profits ta: —a tax originally im- 
posed by the Parliament of the United King- 
dom, as then constituted, which, of course, 
included what is now the Irish Free State, It 
was at first intended to apply to public utility, 
as well as other undertakings, but, having 
regard to the statutory obligations on public 
utility services, the limitation of prices and 
dividends tinder sliding scale provisions and 
other factors, it had been decided that such a 
course would be inequitable. The tax has 
continued in operation in the Irish Free State, 
but not in Great Britain. This year, however, 
the standing exemptions had been removed in 
respect of public utility companies connected 
with the supply of gas, water, electricity, 
hydraulic power or tramway transport. 

The reasons which rendered the imposition 
inequitable originally still remained, and were 


such as to justify a continued exemption, but I 
one could, oí course, conceive circumstances ' 


in which the necessities of the moment must 
prove a temporary over-riding influence. In 
such circumstances one could understand the 
Government finding itself reluctantly ccm- 
pelled to remove the exemptions from all 
public utility undertakings, but surely no 
Justification could be found for continuing the 
exemption in the cases of certain undertakings 
(such as the railway companies) and discon- 
tinuing it in others. Furthermore, the 
exemption had been discontinued in respect of 
any company carrying’ on afiy gas, water, 
electricity, tramway or hydraulic power under- 
taking; but three of those could be at once 
eliminated as there are no such company- 
owned undertakings in this country. This 
leaves only the gas industry and the tramway 
undertakings. There was only one tramway 
undertaking in the Free State, and it was by 
mo means certain that it came within the 
scope of the Corporation profits tax. 

‘* We are left, therefore, with the gas in- 
dustry, which is thus singled out for attention 
—and this at a time when the normal rate of 
the tax has been increased from 5 per cent. to 
74 per cent. Nor is this all. The tax is pay- 
able in ba ty of every accounting period 
after December 31, 1930, so that now, instead 
of a half-year’s provision which we should re- 
quire to make if the tax were not retrospec- 
tive, we must provide, in the present accounts, 
for approximately a year and a half's liability. 


BURDEN OF TAXATION. 


“Hí we must bear this additional burden, 
it means, unfortunately, another obstacle 
placed in the way of our making the promised 
reduction in the price of gas, As a matter of 
fact, the taxation of various kinds which we 
have to meet has now reached enormous pro- 
portions. Taking our increased rateable 
valuation at £60,000 (it is really somewhat 
more) and assuming rates at 15s., the annual 
cost of rates would be £48,750. We have not 
yet received our assessment to Corporation 
profits tax, but we estimate it at approxi- 
mately £13,000 a year. The total sum of all 
this is £61,750 per annum, equal to lid, on 
every therm of gas sold, or more than 12 per 
cent. of our gross receipts from gas sales. It 
is unfortunate that we, and consequently our 
consumers, must bear a burden from which 
our electricity competitor is free. We have, 
however, put the facts fully before the 
frovernment, and still cherish the hope that 
the injustice of our position may become 
obvious and that we shall be relieved from 
Corporation profits tax. At any rate, 1 am 
glad to say that we have been given to under- 
stand that its imposition is only temporary. 

‘‘ Although, perhaps, it does not properly 
arise from a consideration of the accounts for 
the past ‘half-year, [ cannot pass from this 
subject without making some reference to the 
effect of the emergency duties recently im- 
posed. The principal one (so far as we are 
concerned ) is the duty of 5s. per ton on coal, 
We carbonised 156,000 tons of coal during 
the past year, and the duty of 5s. per ton 
would amount to £39,000 on such quantity. 
It was said that supplies of Continental coal 
could be obtained at a cost (delivered at 
Dublin) not greater than the cost of British 
coal. This, I believe, may be so with regard 
to certain kinds of household coal, but not 
with gas fuel. We have an excellent buying 
organisation, and are in a position to purchase 
Continental coals on terms quite as favour- 
able as any other local importers ; but (having 
already imported some cargoes of Westphalian 
coal) we find that the difference in the 
delivered cost would be a very. substantial 
proportion of the 5s. duty; and, in addiiton, 
the yield in therms of gas is not nearly so 
ood as that from the British coal formerly 
used, and thus tho difference is actually a 
figure appreciably greater than the 5s. in 
question. 

“I feed hardly say that we could not 
possibly meet the additional cost entailed, 
especially as there are no off-setting advan- 
tages such as an increased yield of ‘coke cr 
tar, without either increasing the price of gas 
or reducing expenditure in s:me other direc- 
tion. If thé price of gas is increased, our 
sales are uplilely to e majntained, so the

this country. Ags, the delay and_ difficulty 
in clearing imports through the Customs were 
vexatious, but the Customs officials have at 
a'l times done their best to be helpful, 
although it 1aust be,.for them, a very trying 
time. it is our earnest hope that an early 
settlement of the contentious matters existing 
between the two countries may be reached, 
thus permitting the abolition of the emer- 
gency daties which are causing such difficulty 
and joss all round. . 

‘Having taken up so much of your time 
with a consideration of taxation and duties, | 
shall ‘deal quite briefly with affairs of rcutine.

‘Turning now to the accounts, owing 
largely to the fact that we were operating 
entirely on the-new coal contract, coal and oil 
cost £10,000 less than in the corresponding 
half-year, notwithstanding the fact that we 
used more and made a greater quantity of 
gas. Wages cost us a little more, and repair 
of works shows an increase of £18,000 on 
account of provision having to be made for 
the appropriate portion of the cost of 
renewals to which I have already referred. 
Manufacture, therefore, shows a net increase 
of £8,000. The cost of distribution shows 
the comparatively small increase of £1,200; 
management is about the same, and miscel- 
laneous charges are less by £8,700. The 
outstanding factor on this side of the 
accounts is the increase of £16,000 in rents. 
rates and taxes, by reason of the necessary 
inclusion of provision for corporation profits 
tax. Altogether, expenditure shows a net 
increase of £16,800. On the other side of the 
revenue account net sales of gas and rental of 
meters and stoves are greater by £3,000, 
residual products by £5,500, and miscellaneous 
receipts by £600, a total of £10,000. Revenue 
profit is, therefore, less by £6,800 at £64,010. 
and after providing for interest charges and 
income tax our carry forward in the profit 
and loss account is less by £6,144 than the 
amount brought into the account. I wish to 
emphasise, however, that this reduction of 
carry forward is not due to the opera- 
tion — — oí any causes within our 
control. All expenditure which could 
have been foreseen had been provided for, 
and were it not: for the corporation. profits 
tax, the half-year would have been an ex- 
ceptionally good one. Furthermore, if _provi- 
sion had only to be made for a normal six 
months’ tax, the carry forward would still 
show an increase. In the circumstances, I 
can confidently claim your approval of the 
accounts submitted. 


BALANCE SHEET. 


‘With regard to the balance sheet, the 
halance of profit and loss account is less by 
£5,800, funds are greater by £4,000, and 
bank overdraft by £23,000, our total liabili- 
ties, ineluding funds, being increased by

If the Council of the League of Nations 
gives its consent, Iraq within a few days 
will have become a completely independent 
State and a member of the League. There 
ig no reason to suppose that her request 
will be refused. A question arose lately 
whether the continued presence of British 
troops in Iraq constituted an obstacle to 
her independence, and so to her admission 
to the League ; but the objection has been 
over-ruled, and it is unlikely that any 
others will be raised. In a short time, 
therefore, the mandate which Great 
Britain has held for twelve years will be 
terminated, and a link that has begun 
to gall many Iraquis and has given 
constant trouble te Britain will be dis- 
solved. Units of the Royal Air Force will 
remain in certain centres. By the treaty 
concluded between Britain and Iraq in 
1930, as a preliminary to the termination 
of the mandate, it was agreed that these 
units should be retained for the protection 
of the very valuable British interests in 
the region. A fear exists that King Faisal 
may try to employ the Royal Air Force for 
purely domestic purposes—for the suppres- 
sion, as it may be, of tribal ‘risings or the 
intimidation of local malcontents. Any such 
efforts, of course, must be discountenanced. 
The Royal Air Force is there, under the 
terms of the treaty, for a specific purpose, 
and to use it in any other way would bring 
discredit on Britain. So long as foreign 
interests receive protection, and so long as 
the air communication with India suffers 
no interference, the British machines may 
take no part in Iraqi politics, internal or 
external.

The names of that joyous band that 
sang and danced itself imto the history 
of the British theatre never will he 
forgotten. “Rutland Barrington, Richard 
Temple, Emily Cross and Miss Everard, 
with Grossmith, created. a legend of 
the stage ; and the deliciously fantastic 
company of characters with which the 
genius of W. S. Gilbert supplied them 
has no rival in the dramatic literature of 
the world. Sir Henry Lytton was not 
among the original Savoyards, but he 
followed hot on the heels of the great 
Grossmith, and for most of us to-day his 
personality embodies the spirit of the 
Gilbert and Sullivan tradition. Doubtless, 
actors will be found to play the Gilbert 
and Sullivan parts with wit and sparkle ; 
but, however brilliant his successors may 
be, we shall miss the strutting swagger of 
Lytton’s Duke, the repulsive hobble of King 
Gama,and, above all, perhaps, the pompous 
pertness of Sir Joseph Porte;. Yet the 
Gilbert and Sullivan operas will continue 
to flourish. Our jaded world has grown 
tired of the blatancies of the rerue and 
the vulgar extravagances of Broadway's 
comedies. It is bored by the expressionist 
tendencies of the ‘‘ legitimate '’ stage, and 
every day in larger numbers it is seeking 
solace in the varied mediocrity of the 
cinematograph. Curiously enough, it 
never seems to tire of Gilbert and 
Sullivan.

sent year hitherto has been one of the lean 
seasons. Last month the Free State ex- 
ported herrings to the beggarly value of 
£58, and the value of the exports for the 
first eight months of the year was only 
£2,367 as compared with £19,058 for the 
corresponding period of 1931. There are 
three periods in the Irish herring-year. 
During the svring a young fish—the 
“matje,” much prized in Germany—is 
taken off the coast of Donegal. The main, 
or autumn, fishing is now due, and winter 
brings a smaller herring, which is con- 
signed chiefly to the local market. Even 
if the herring decides to revisit our waters 
in large numbers, the prospects of the 
export induttry are not bright. Britain 
supplies her own needs, and Germany and 
Soviet Russia are fostering their native 
industries under high protection. The 
main outlet for Irish herrings at this time 
seoms to be the United States, whoe tariff 
of two dollars a barrel is, as tariffs go, 
not wholly unreasonable. For the present, 
at any rate, the best hope of the Irish 
herring industry seems to lie in the native 
market. There must be many thousands 
of Free State citizens who never have 
eaten a fresh herring during years when 
disgusted fishermen were throwing their 
catches back into the sea. We look to the 
new Sea Fisheries Association to change 
all that. If its up-to-date methods can 
ensure that the fishermen will get fair 
prices and that their harvest will be 
transported quickly to all parts of the 
country, the Irish demand for Irish 
herrings ought to be increased a hundred- 
fold. Everything must depend, however, 
on the herring’s frame of mind. 


North Atlantic Trade. 


Another great liner has been added to 
the already overcrowded North Atlantic 
service. The Rex, a 50,000-ton Italian 
vessel, upon her maiden voyage from 
Genoa to New York, was detained yester- 
day, apparently through engine trouble, 
at Gibraltar: but the trouble may not be 
serious. She is intended definitely by 
Fascist Italy, says the Rome Correspondent 
of The Times, to challenge the finest 
vessels of the British, United States, 
French and German shipping companies. 
This is the beginning of a big Italian 
effort to capture the trade of the North 
Atlantic. Within two months the Rex 
will be followed by a sister ship, the Conte 
di Savoia, travelling the same route. Next 
month a new motor-driven vessel, the 
Neptunia, will make her maiden 
voyage between Trieste and South 
America, and she, in her turn, will be 
followed by a sister ship, the Oceania. 
When the last of these vessels has taken 
the water, Italy will have become a truly 
formidable competitor for the trans- 
Atlantic passenger trafic. The gross 
tonnage of her mercantile marine has 
increased within ten years by 652,582 
tons; the number of her ships has been 
augmented by seventy-five, and the 
average speed is very considerably greater. 
Probably no other nation can point to 
such a development of its mercantile 
shipping during the post-war years. These 
results, of course, are due to subsidies. 
According to the 1932-33 estimates, Italy 
is spending more than 251,000,000 lire on 
subsidised services. Every encouragement, 
including exemption from income tax for 
ten years, is offered to the shipping com- 
panies; but what will happen if harder 
times come and the subsidies must be 
withdrawn ?

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IRISH SOLDIER’S 
GREAT CAREER.

(By ANTHONY CLYNE.) 


EPTEMBER 320 is the centenary of the 
S birth of Earl Roberts of Kandahar and 
Waterford, the “ Bobs"’ of popular en- 
thusiasm in the days when le was winning 
victory after victory in South Africa, after so 
much defeat and delay. His dauntless per- 
sonal bravery be thuar times proved, and as 
a commander his bold strategy and féir for 
divining the effect on the enemy, his capacity 
lor prompt decision and resolute action in an 
emergency have never been surpassed. 

As *‘the scourge of Afghan treachery,’’ at- 
tacking at Kandahar after that immortal 
march from Kabul, or twenty years later 
daringly abandoning his communications and 
darting across the Orange Free State to 
Dicom foutel.s, he exhibited brilliant military 
genius, Devoutly religious, ardently patriotic, 
with a kindly and attractivé~personality, al- 
ways solicitous for the well-being of all who 
served under him, he was a beloved and 
trusted leader. 


BORN IN INDIA, 


Frederick Steigh Roberts was born in the 
land where he was to win fame, at Cawnpore, 
where a quarter of a century later he fought 
to avenge the appalliug massacre perpetrated 
hy Nana Sahib. Dedicated to the Army from 
his cradle. he was the son of General Sn 
Abraham Roberts, who had a distinguished 
record of military and diplomatic service. At 
Eton he was a conscientious, but not a bril- 
liant, scholar, and his delicate health pre- 
veuted his sharing much in the games, but 
he was very popular with boys and masters. 

He passed through the customary prepara- 
tion fora military career—Sandhurst, the 
eadet school at. Addiscombe—and at nineteen 
obtained a commission in the Bengal Artillery. 
His first four months in India were not 
happy. Stationed at Dum-Dum, the head- 
quarters of his regiment, he chafed against 
the monotony of barrack hfe. Fresh from 
England, the unaccustomed heat oppressed 
him and poignant home-sickness tormented 
him. i 
Then he was posted to a field’ battery at 
Peshawar, where his father was in command, 
and on ‘punitive expeditions hunting out and 
dispersing bands of brigands infesting the 
hills his spirds soon rose. He eagerly 
benefited by the experience gained and by the 
tutelage of his father, to whom he acted as 


aide-de-camp, 
His early ~veakness he had 
bat well-knit and 
wir splendid lorseman 
in almost unrivalled in handling a 
lance, who was to perform remarkabls 
feats of riding and fighting, pass through long 
and arduous campaigns in trying climes, at 
sixty-seven take charce in South Africa and 
wrest victory from defeat, then plunge inte 
untiring propaganda for national service, and 
die in camp at eighty-two, within sound oí 
the guna, while visiting our lines in France, 


THE MUTINY. 


At Peshawar, keen for promotion, he 
applied for a staff appointment, to be rejected 
owing to ignorance of the vernacular. 
Immediately he engaged a teacher, and applied 
himself with such energy to learning the 
language that in three months he secured 
the post. The following year witnessed the 
outbreak of the Mutiny. So eager was he to 
get into action he would not wait for the 
other officers joining the Force outside Delhi, 
but travelled on top of an ammunition wagon. 

It was he who found that great soldier, 
John Nichoison, lying mortally wounded in an 
abandoned litter after leading the assault on 
Delhi. More than once during the Mutiny 
he narrowly escaped death in skirmishes with 
rebel sepoys. He was wounded, but recovered 
to take part in many engagements with con. 
spicuous gallantry, seven times mentioned in 
despatches and winning the Victoria Cross. 

At the relief of Lucknow he climbed a tall! 
tuwer wader withering enemy fire to unfurl 
the British flag as a signal to the besieged, 
and when the relief entered he met Havel ok 
and Outram, and condacted them te Sir Colin 
Campbell. The exploit which gained the V.C. 
was the pursuit of two Sepoys and rescue of 
a standard from them single-handed, and on 
thre same day cutting down a Sepoy attacking 
& Bowar, 


IN WATERFORD. 


The young hero came home on sick leave, 
exhausted by the strain, and while recuper- 
ating with his proud father in Waterford 
married an officer's daughter, who returned 
with him to India. He won fresh laurels in a 
campaign among the mountains north of 
Peshawar by his splendid organisation of 
transport in the Abyssinian Expedition of 
(868, and by his share im the campaign in 
Tushai between Bengal and Burma, winning 
medals and clasps and numerous *‘ mentions ”’ 
in despatches. In the Lushui Campaign a 
road was cut for over 100 miles through 
cense, trackless forest, without guides or maps 
and the commander paid a glowing tribute 
to his “untiring energy and capacity beyond 
all praise “’ He was “never at a loss.” 

In the Afghan War, 1878-80, Major-General 

Roberts gained a glorious victory against 
great odds by superb strategy moving part 
of his force by night to turn the Afghan 
flank, whije the rest made a feint of a frontal 
attack. ‘Next he commanded the column 
hastily collected to march on Kabul to avenge 
the murder of tie British Mission. y 
similar strategy he routed a strong force 
blocking the way, and occupied the city. 
One hundred thousand tribesmen mustered 
to attack his little force, and were driven off 
with great loss. 
_ News arrived of a British force besieged 
in Kandahar. Roberts selected 10,000 men 
and started on his famous march, in 22 days 
covering 313 miles through rugged country 
amid hostile tribes, with blinding dust 
storms, extremes of heat and cold, shortage 
of water, and fever rampant, on the follow- 
ing day putting the enemy to flight. As a 
feat of quick decision and action, mdomitable 
resolution and - magnificent leadership, 
Roberts’s march to Kandahar has never been 
surpassed. He was hailed as a national hero, 
receiving the highest tributes and many dis- 
tinctions. 

Sir Frederick Roberts commanded in 
Madras for four years, and was then Com- 
wander-in-Chief in India for seven years, 
introducing many improvements of organisa- 
tion and strengthening the defence of the 
North-West Frontier. Back in Enyland, as 
Commander-in-Chiefyhe made the training of 
the Militia, the Volunteers and the Yeomanry 
much niore efficient. In 1897 Lord Roberts, 
as he had become, published his auto- 
biography under the title of ‘‘ Forty-one 
Years+in India,” and doubtless regarded his 
career as a commander in the field as over. 


THE CALL OF DUTY. 


But when, in the South African War, a 
series Of reverses brought a crisis, it was to 
the little white-haired veteran the nation 
turned, and he was hastily sent to the Cape 
to take command, His only son had been 
killed in trying to save the guns at Colenso 
and awarded the V.C, posthumously, creating 
a umique record of father and son winning 
that distinction. '' It is God's will,’’ he said, 
and did not allow his intense grief to inter- 
fere with bis response to the eall of duty.

| An All-British House. 


The Incorporated Association of Archi- 
tects and Surveyors recently opened an 
architectural competition for a design for 
a £1,000 all-British house as a means to 
encourage the use ot British building 
materials, A prize of fifty guineas has 
been won by Mr. Edward -H. Banks. the 
successful competitor against 371 entries 
received from al! parts of the world. The 
plans were exhibited. to-day,. Mr. Banks 
points out that his design is essentially 
that of an all-British house. It can be 
constructed entirely of British materials.

Retail Sales. 


The August figures issued by the Incor- 
porated Association of Retail Distributors 
and the Bank of England show that there 
has been a decline of 6.2 per cent. in the 
money value of retail sales, compared with 
a decline of 6.3 per cent. for July and of 
3.8 per cent. in June. For the seven 
months, February to August, of the 

resent year the money value of retail sales 
1as fallen by 5 per cent. against the corre- 
sponding period of 1931. The heaviest 
dechines have been in piece goods and 
boots and shoes, and the smallest in hard- 
ware. A notable feature of the August 
figures is the relatively small decline in 
sales in the London West End area. The 
falling off there was only 3.6 per cent. 
against a general decline over the whole of 
Great. Britain of 6.2 per cent. It appears 
that sales in the West End of furniture, 
hardware, fancy goods, sorts and travelling 
goods, and piece goods were larger in 
money value this August than in August, 
19351. The increase took place even though 
prices were lowered. 


The B. M. A.'s Mecical Secretary.

In his younger 
days he was an all-round athlete, winning 
the much-coveted Rosebery Cup for the 
best all-round athlete at the University of 
Edinburgh. 


Lighting-Up Time, 


The. Royal Automobile Club points out 
that the ending of Summer Time at 2 a.m. 
on Sunday will involve a considerable 
difference in the actual, as well as in the 
apparent, time for lighting motor vehicle 
lamps. On Saturday, the last day of 
Summer Time, lighting-up time in London 
will be 7.38 p.m.; but on Sunday it wil! 
be 6.2 p.m.—over an hour and a half 
earlier. The Royal Automobile Club ex- 
plains this anomaly as due to the fact 
that, under the law governing the subject. 
the time for “lighting up during Summer 
Time is one hour after sunset, whereas 
during the remainder of the year it is half 
an hour after sunset.

OBJECTS OF THE MEETING. 


—— 


Over one hundred people attended the 
meeting, and the Chairman (Mr. James 
J. Rooney) explained that their objects 
were to promote the interests of agfi- 
culture and.to give the farmers power in 
moulding the policy of the Government ; 
to restore and develop overseas markets, 
while building up the home market by 
attracting capital to the country and en- 
couraging enterprise and honest work; to 
get rid of the bitter memories of the civil 
war, and to promote good feeling between 
all classes; to discourage brawling with 
other countries, and to obtain a fair and 
honourable settlement of the present 
d ar affecting the Free State's export 
trade, 

The organisation of the farmers was, he 
added, more satisfactory than they had 
expected, and the convention to be held 
in Dublin on Thursday next would be 
most representative. 


THE RESOLUTION, 


Mr. Belton 
follows :— 
“That this meeting’ is ‘satisfied 
that there is no liability on 
farmers to pay land annuities, 
rates or rent, as these are being 
paid through the medium of 
tarifis; that the Government and 
county councils be supplied with 
a list of farmers by this mecting 
who are prepared to test in the 
courts the validity of the claims 
for annuities and rates now being 
made, and invite the Government 
and county councils to take legal 
proceedings against those farmers 
in test cases; and, further, that 
the Government be requested to 
pay all fee-farm rents, leasehold 
rents, and all loca) rates on agri- 
cultural land.” 

Mr. Belton explained that he was not 
asking the meeting to stand against pay- 
ing land annuities, The resolutian meant 
that the farmers had paid the annuities 
already, and that they should not be asked 
to pay again. (Hear, hear.) His resolu 
tion, he thought, should be hung up in 
every farmer's home. Britain calculated 
tha‘ she would collect over six millions, 
though the farmers’ original liability was 
only three millions. Therefore, it was 
clear that the farmers were being made 
to pay twice, and then they were still 
liable to pay their total annuities 
to the Government. The Government 
had held up three millions, and that 
should be transferred to the farmers’ 
credit in the shape of paying their rates, 
rents and annuities under the 1923 Act. 
The present attitude of the Government, 
that the farmers should pay annuities to 
the home Government after having paid 
them through tariffs, was too preposterous 
to be taken seriously. The farmers should 
say to the Government that they owed 
them nothing, but that the Government 
owed the farmers at least one annuity. 

Referring to Mr. Norton, the leader of 
the Labour Party in the Dail, Mr. Belton 
said: The real dictator in the Free State 
is William Norton. When the Govern- 
ment which he keeps in office announced 
that they had appointed a Commission on 
‘cuts ” in the Civil Service, Mr. Norton 
was one of the first to get up and say that 
the Civil Service could not bear any 
" cuts,’’ and that the Government and the 
Minister for Finance had broken their 
undertaking to Mr. Norton. The people 
ef Kildare elected Mr. Norton, but when 
the farmers of Kildare are asked to pay 
annuities three times, and they are de- 
prived of their markets as well and have 
to “ sack ” labourers, Mr. Norton has not 
one word to say. (Hear, hear.) 


EATING INTO CAPITAL. 


We have lost the whole of our income, 
and to meet our obligations we have now 
fo go into our capital. If the Civil Service 
Is prepared to work for nothing, the 
farmers will have nothing to say about 
their own plight, but we will see whether 
the farmer or the civil servant will be the 
hrst to squeal. Mr. Norton is getting his

salary from the Postal’Union. He got 
financed from it to be elected for Kildare. 
Their representative has not one word to 
say about this menace that is threatening 
the country. It is time we got rid of this 
hypocrisy and got down to the situation. 

Captain Daly, who seconded Mr. 
Belton’s motion, said that farmers were 
losing their trade every day, while 
England was getting her foodstuff from 
Norway, Denmark and Sweden. ‘‘ We have 
the ball at our feet and we are kicking it 
away. What does Norton care about it. 
so long as he gets his job? ” said Captain 
Daly.. ‘‘ Are we going to get ourselves 
ruined for a man who knows as much about 
farming as I do about making a watch? ”’ 

Mr. G.. Tench made a reference to Mr, 
de Valera and Mr. Cosgrave, and which 
of them would win in this dispute, but 
Mr. H. M Dardis said that they had come 
there to talk fc-ming, not politics. 

Mr. Tench @sked the chairman to read

THE AMENDMENT. 


Mr. Frank MacDermot, T.D., said that 
he agreed with Mr. Belton’s ideas, but 
found objections to the resolution which 
he had proposed. The meeting should not 
set out to give legal opinion, and the 
resolution had too much detail in it. He 
moved an amendment :— 

‘That we condemn the in- 
justice of making the farmers pay 
the land annuities twice, of more, 
and of placing the whole burden 
of the economic war on their 
shoulders, and that we call on the 
Government to apply the Emer- 
gency Fund immediately for the 
farmers’ relief.’’ : 

Mr. Belton declined to accept the 
amendment as a substitute for the origina! 
resolution. 

Mr. MacDermot said that in his amend. 
ment it was pointed out that the demands 
on the farmers were rank injustice. The 
Government had established the Emer- 
gency Fund for relieving ‘‘ casualties.’’ 
““We are the men in the front-line 
trenches,’’ said Mr. MacDermot, ‘‘ and it 
is up to us to call on the Government to 
apply that fund in our relief.’’ 

Mr. Belton replied that the farmers 
should not apply for relief. They took up 
their position as men, not “ soupers.’’ 

Mr. MacDermot pointed out that Mr. 
Belton’s resolution asked for relief, ‘and 
went so far as to specify the exact form of 
relief. He added that he did not want to 
turn farmers into “ soupers.’’ 

Mr. MacDermot then said: ‘‘ On behalf 
of the Standing Committee of the Associa- 
tion of Farmers of Ireland, I have already 
consulted the best legal opinion in Dublin, 
or obtainable in Ireland, as to the whole 
farmers’ situation, from the legal point 
of view, and I expect to have something to 
go on in a few days’ time.’’ 

Mr. M. R. Heffernan, former Parliamen- 
tary Secretary to the Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs, said that he did not like 
the introduction of matters into the first 
resolution, such as rates or rents. He 
stood by the opinion that there, was no 
moral obligation on the farmers to pay 
land annuities. 

The chairman closed the discussion, and 
Mr. Belton’s resolution was carried on a 
show of hands. 

The meeting already had formed a com- 
mittee, made up of representatives from 
every area in the County Dublin. This 
committee sat late yesterday discussing 
details of the plan for organising the whole 
county.

Henceforward the tax will be increased 
to 700 francs for countries enjoying ‘‘ most- 
favoured-nation’’ treatment, and 1,400 
francs for countries subjected to the 
general tariff. 

Thus there will be a tex ranging from 
gid. to 1s.

negotiated, but its ratification has hung 
fire. Hence exports of butter from the 
Free State will be liable to the higher

A BELFAST PROTEST

A vigorous protest was made to-night in 
Belfast at a meeting of the Labour Party 
against the refusal of a motion which Mr.

FD EACE talks which began here this 
morning between Mr. Gandhi, Mr. 
Jayakar, the Liberal leader who is known 
as the ‘‘Peacemaker,’’ the Pandit 
Malaviya, and others, have been nipped in 
the bud by a Government order fobidding 
all further interviews with the Mahatma.

THE CASE FOR A 
PLAIN POLICY. 


——— 


In a leading article, The Times 
observes :—In his speech to the League 
Assembly yesterday, M. Herriot only 
referred in a few brief and vague 
sentences to the problem that must, never- 
theless, have been uppermost in his mind 
—the German claim for equality of status 
in armaments, and it is, unfortunately, 
symptomatic of the cooled relations 
between France and Germany that 
Freiherr von Neurath did not even choose 
to remain in Geneva to hear the speech. 
The French Prime Minister's 
may have been partly prompted by the 
opinion which our Paris Correspondent 
reports to be widely held in France, that 
a public controversy in speeches and 
interviews, and across the ether, is un- 
satisfactory and unedifying. 

The immediate negotiations can best be 
conducted directly between the Govern- 
ments more closely concerned; and the 
great position whicn the National Govern- 
ment of Great Britain has won during its 
twelve months of existence lays upon it a 
special responsibility to propound a solu- 
tion, and then work for its attainment 
unremittingly. Incidentally, it has the 
opportunity now to show that this week s 
Ministerial changes are changes of aopear- 
ance rather than of substance, and that 
the reconstituted team can produce a 


policy more, and not less, homogeneous | 


than that of its predecessors. 

In the matter of the German claim to 
equality the British Government cannot 
indeed be congratulated so far, either on 
uniformity or on clearness of policy. The 
Cabinet Council which is being held to-day 
should give Mr. Macdonald's new Ministry 
the chance of making a fresh start in the 
sense of first formulating, and then pro- 
pounding, a policy which furthers the 
reduction of arms, secures the principle of 
their limitation, and offers a mean between 
the divergent views of France and Ger- 
many.

BB. German Government recently im- 

posed: new Customs duties on herrings 
imported into Germany from certain 
countries, including the Irish Free State. 
In reply to a question as. to how these 
duties would affect the Free State fisher- 
men, the following information was given 
at Government Buildings yesterday :— 

“The increase in the duty on cured 
herrings entering Germany is not likely to 
be so harmful to the herring fishermen of 
the Saorstat, as has been anticipated in 
some quarters. 

“The duty will be. payable only .on 
herrings going into consumption in 
Germany, and.as Hamburg and other 
German ports were points of entry only for 
other continental markets, such as 
Poland, Lithuania, etc., the duty will not 
be payable on anything like the whole 
export to German ports. 

‘The most important herring fishings 
in which the Saorstat fishermen have 
engaged in the past have been those for 
the ' Matje’ herring in the summer, and 
the ‘ large full’ herring in the autumn. 
The former is.a very select herring, caught 
mainly off the Donegal coast and off the 
West coast of Scotland. This herring is 
much sought after and fetches a very high 
price, and the German importer can quite 
well bear the increase in duty. 

“ The ‘ large full ’ herring is also a very 
superior fish, much in demand in the 
United States of America. 

“The winter herring, which is a thin 
and inferior fish, would be more affected 
by the increase in the duty, but this 
herring, off Donegal, was caught prin- 
ctpally by Scottish drifters, from which it 
was landed and cured for export. For the 
last eight or nine years, however, this 
herring has not visited the Donegal coast 
in any number. 

“ While the whole matter is under con- 
sideration by the Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries, the Sea Fisheries Association is 
The 
Association is*taking special measures this 
year for freshing the landings of autumn 
herrings, which are made at various points 
on the East and West coasts. 


THE “MATJE.”’ 


Mr. L. F. Moriarty, of the Department 
of Fisheries, yesterday explained that, if 
the Free State were exporting, say, 200,000 
barrels of herring a year, the German 
tariff would be a serious blow’ to the 


| industry ; but, unfortunately, for the past 


few years the best qualities of herring 
have disappeared from off the Irish coasts. 

The statistics issued by the Department 
of Industry and Commerce a few days ago 
showed that the quantity of herrings ex- 
ported during the month of August, 1932, 
was only 63 cwts., value £58, while the 
total export of herrings during the eight 
months of the present year amounted to 
value £2,567. In August, 
1951, the exports amounted to 1,581 cwts., 


value £1,760, and the exports for the | 


eight months January-/.ugust, 1931, were 
17,616 cwts., value £19,058. 

The type of herring caught off the Irish 
coast im the spring is known as the 
'““matje,” the young fish which is fatten- 
ing up. It is regarded as a delicacy in 
the German market, and hitherto the 
Germans have been prepared to pay high 
prices for it. The catch was principally 
taken off the Donegal coast, Castlebay, 
and off the islands on the West coast of 
Scotlanc. 

This year there has been virtually no 
“ matje ' fishing, because the herrings did 
not return to their accustomed places 
around Donegal. The Irish fisherman, 
therefore, lost, through no fault of his 
own, the “‘matje’’ herring trade, which is 
the most valuable end of the industry, as 
it brings him the biggest prices for what 
is regarded on the Continent as the highest 
quality of herring. 

The second, oc summer, herring season 
starts about June; but this year and last 


| year, owing to the poor prospects of sale 


in the continental markets, the Herring

The big herring fishing season of the 
whole year is now about to start. It 
takes place in the North Sea, and the 
chief centres are in Yarmouth and Lowes. 
toft. It is not clear what is going to be 
the future market for these herrings, in 
face of the tariff, which will hit them very 
severely. 

Even if we had been landing herrings 
in this country, prices would not have been 
very satisfactory. The main reason is 
that the Russian Government is now 
developing that country’s own fisheries 
and does not want to take herrings from 
outside. For the same reason, the Ger- 
mans, developing their herring fisheries, 
want to discourage importation of foreign 
caught herrings. 


‘“ LARGE FULLS.'' 


There is no doubt, said Mr. Moriarty, 
that the tariff will hit us very hard if we 
catch “ matje.” At the same time, our 
autumn herring fishery, which has been 
in recent years the most valuable fishing, 
owing to the scarcity of the “ matje’’ in 
the spring, may be able to escape the 
imposition of this tariff, for the simple 
reason that the herrings caught od our 
coast in the autumn are of a high quality, 
being known to the trade as “ large 
fulls.”” These herrings are most in 
demand in the American martst, where 
there is a good demand and the tariff on 
them is only two dollars a barrel, which 
is not prohibitive. As a matter of fact, 
the American market has been the best in 


| the past from the point of view of prices, 


and has induced many Scottish curers to 
cure herrings caught in Ireland for export 


to America. 
In addition to the matje and “ large 


full,’’ there is the winter herring, caught 


off our coast—mainly at Wexford, Wick- 
low and Dublin—from November to 
January. This is a small type of herring, 
not fit for curing. The Sea Fisheries 
Association intend to devote special atten- 


tion to this particular type during the, 


coming months, and expect to be able to 
provide paying markets in the inland 
towns of the Free State for the consump- 
tion of the catch at prices which will be 
satisfactory to the fishermen. 

There is the possibility that, by con- 
centrating on the American market for our 
autumn catch, we may evade the duty, 
and there is the further possibility that, 
the matje trade being somewhat of an 
exclusive nature, the Germans, in their 
desire to get these particular herrings, will 
be willing to pay some of the duty in the 
higher prices they offer, thus compensat- 
ing the Irish fisherman for his trouble in 
going out to catch the fish.

HE Free State Labour Party spent 
yesterday afternoon in conference at 
Leinster House. Deputies, Senators and 
the. Administrative Council of the party 
were represented, and it is understood 
that the proceedings were concerned with 
various items of legislation to be pressed 
in the coming session of the Dail. 

After the meeting the following com- 
munication was issued :— i 

" A meeting of the Labour Deputies, 
Senators, and resident members of the 
Administrative. Council was held at 
Leinster House. The following were 
present :—Mr. M. Keyes (Limerick), 
Vice-Chairman ; Senators Johnson, Farren, 
Duffy, Foran, O'Farrell and Cummins ; 
Deputies Corish, Norton, Hogan, Curran, 
Davin and Everett, with Messrs. T. J. 
O'Connell, ex-T.D.; R. Hennessy, of the 
Administrative Council, and T. Nagle, 
National Organiser. i 

“The deputation which recently waited 
on members of the Government reported 
on the various matters discussed, and tho 
proposals intimated to them by the Go- 
vernment for dealing with the general 
situation. 

“ Among the matters discussed were 
housing, unemployment, land distribution, 
the making of bog roads, industrial 
development, guaranteed prices for barley 
and oats, ‘ profiteering,’ transport, and a 
scheme for dealing with the cattle trade 
position. 

“Tn connection with the transport 
position, dissatisfaction was expressed at 
the decision of the Government to reject 
proposals for the public ownership of the 
transport services, and it was decided to 
appoint a special committee to interview 
President de Valera and other Ministers 
when the former returns from Geneva. 

“ The Control of Prices Bill will be one 
of the first measures dealt with when the 
Dail meets.”’ 

The meeting lasted for nearly three 
hours, and, it is understood, was seriously 
concerned with the attitude expressed by 
the Government, particularly in regard to 
the transport problem. The deputation, 
which will further interview Ministers 
when President de Valera returns, will 
consist of Messrs. Norton, O'Farrell, 
Davin, Foran, Hennessy. 

It was learned that at their recent 
interview with Ministers the Labour dele- 
gates were informed that special legisla- 
tion would be introduced to speed up the 
acquisition and distribution of land which 
the Labour Party had advocated . 

The deputation also represented that much 
more should be done by the Government 
in the way of industrial development, and 
for this purpose an ordered plan should 
be arranged. The deputation also urged 
the speeding-up of the erection of houses, 
and that local authorities should be en- 
couraged to use the powers given by the 
Small Eouses Acquisition Act. In con- 
nection with the Control of Prices Bill 
they stated that cases of gross “ profiteer- 
ing ” had been brought to the notice of 
the party, and urged that severe measures 
should be taken to deal with these.

RAILWAYS. AMALGAMATION ACT. 


It has been claimed that the Railways 
Amalgamation Act of 1924 threw unfair 
burdens upon the backs of the old G.S. and 
W.R.," and M.G.W.R., shareholders. What 
was the alternative? ‘do leave hundreds: of 
miles of track outside the scheme of amalga- 
mation to follow the exempted Dublin and 
Lacan and Dablin and Blessington railways 
inte almost mamediate bankruptcy? Pessibly 
a better altermative, in so far as the iron 
hand of finance would have solved the 
problem which now fazes the proprietors of 
the G.S.R., was the abandonment of services 
whose increasing losses only serve to drain 
away such Gimimishing earnings as they 
might otherwise derive from their main-lime 
traffics. . 

Fall weight must be given to the fact that 
the G.N.R., which was not affected by the 
Amalgamation Act, has ‘suffered losses of 
traffic’ and 3) s pot Jess severe than those 
of the G.S.R. We maz r@ach the wide con- 
ehision that €.8.K. shareholders are in no 
worse a position to day than they would have 
heea in the absence of compulsory amalgama- 
ion. 

One fact of extraordinary importance seems 
so far to have been overlooked by the critics 
of G.8.8. management—namely, the peculiar 
vulnerability «f their railway network to the 
mroads of ead traffic, The Irish farm, un- 
like the British factery, is a fixed and im- 
movable qnantity, and, therefore, demands a 
very special degree of elasticity and flexibility 
in its transport services While, let us say, 
the L.M. and S. can find the backbone of 
tts goods trafic from mines and factories 
which are situated at cr near rts railheads, 
and the great balk of its passenger revenues 
between large centres of population, ‘the 
G.S.R. must rely mainly for rts revenues 
upon the requirements of scattered and com- 
paratively remote farmsteads. 

With these facts and recognised tendencies 
clearly before our -minds, we can now, 
perhaps, usefully consider what, if any, rail- 
way services should, in the national interest, 
be maintained; whether there is any hope 
that such necessary services can be preserved 
upon ‘a strictly commercial basis; whether, 
alternatively, the State should take over and 
maintain such services (as sewerage and water 
supply services are maintained) as essential 
instruments of ‘‘ public. health ' ; or whether 
some equitable method can be devised under 
which the priceless dynamic of personal initia- 
tive, and the driving force of competition, can 
be subordinated to “ the greatest good of the 
greatest number ” of the citizens of the Free 
State. 


AN ALTERNATIVE TO 
NATIONALISATION, . 
As a clear and practicable alternative to 
communal ownership, which would apply with 


equal facility to the G.N.R. and other trans-_

Thus, Free State motor-owners (apart from 
their ordinary obligations as rate and tax 
payers) not only pay for the entire costs of 
road-making and maintenance, but, in addi- 
tion, actually provide a free gift of £600,000 
yearly to the general taxpayer. It is upon 
this widely unrecognised fact that we may 
find a wide basis of agreement 
rival rail and read interests.

the position may show that such objections 
can be pressed too far. . Wirst, the present 
rates of motor’ taxation expenditure on roads 
would not in any way be reduced. Secondly, 
the major part’ of motor taxation falls on 
private ear-owmers, who are also, as a rule, 
deeply selicitods fer the survival and improve- 
ment of railway services. Thirdly, the con- 
tinuanve of the road versus rail ‘‘ war’’ is 
calculated not only to cripple railway share- 
holders, but to. react ibh against road 
development as a whole. 


£600,000. YEARLY FOR 
RAILWAYS. 

Upon the assumption that the suggested 
balance of £600,000 yearly from the total 
yield of motor taxation (an amount which 
would increase yearly as motor traffic 
develops) is made available for railway pur- 
poses, it becomes necessary to consider how 
such sums car be athministered to the greatest 
commu : advantage of shareholders and of the 
public. Were such sabsidies from public 
funds handed over unconditionally to railway 
managers, two very undesirable consequences 
might . follow. The State would probably 
demand representation on railway boards, or 
some other form of authority ever raiway 
apne Railway managers would prob- 
ably have more regard to the preservation of 
railways as railways than to a wide reorgani- 
sation of the whole: system of interna) trans.

PROBLEMS OF INTRODUCING 
A FORTY-HOUR WEEK. 


At the meeting of the Governing Body of 
the International Labour Office which has just 
concluded it was decided to call a prepara- 
tory conference for the study of the technical 
problems which arise in connection with @ 
reduction of the hours of work. 

The meeting had been called at the request 
of the Italian Government delegate to con- 
sider whether steps could be taken usefully 
to attack the problem of world uneniploy- 
ment by reducing the hours of work by inter 
national arrangement to forty in the week. 
The Preparatory Conference, which will be 
oo of representatives of Governments, 
employers and workers, will meet in Geneva 
in má next. Its conclusions will be sub- 
mitted, in the course of the same month, to 
the Governing Body, which has been in- 
structed to examine the desirability of com- 
municating them to the World Economie Con- 
ference, and possibly to Governments, as a 
basis for the conclusion of bilateral or mulfti- 
lateral agreements limiting the hours of work. 

The Governing Body will consider at its 
next session, to be held in October, whether 
the question of the reduction of working 
hours should be placed on the agenda of the 
1935 Conference of the International Labour 
Office. 

International action of the kind contem- 
plated cannot be undertaken before next winter, 
and many authorities believe that the situa- 
tion is becoming so serious that before. the 
winter of 1933 the opportunity for ordered 
intervention on the lines suggested’ by the 
Italian Government will have been missed.
